Future Empire, 

Talking about future empiro, how 
strange it seems that the inhabitants of 
the great commercial aud money me- 
tropolis of the world are actually tread- 
ing on relics of the coIobpo! Power 
which did at one time hold beneath its 
sway all that was civilized or somi-civn 
ilized in Europe, Thoy dig down' a fow 
foot beneath the level of tbe busiest of 
their streota and there is exposed to the 
wondering gazo of tho modern London* 
era the tesselated pavements on which 
Reman centurions trod, and tho ante- 
chambers to tho villas whore Roman 
matrons nursed the children ot tho 
warriors who subdued Britain, when tho 
hillsido now crowned by a Christian 
cathedral wai a cemoteiy .for pagans, 
and tbe waters of tho Thames woro 
splashed by the long oars ol Roman gal- 
leys. All gone. Imperial Rome is a 
name in hiwtory ; and what mun can s»y 
what Britain may become 'I But Rome 
loit us laws, literature and art ; and 
even if Britain should becomo a wilder- 
ness, and her great metropolis a heap of 
ruins, with Macaulej'a New Zaalander 
perched upon a broken arch of London 
Bridge, the now cmpiros which have 
sprung from her loinB will preperve tho 
traditions of ber freedom and her. moral 
greatness, and the colonies, Buckled at 
her breast, will pcrpotuate her intel- 
lectual and material greatness. But 
why should Britain die? Tbe ink is 
Bcarcely dry in which we made a feeble 
attempt to portray the glorious destiny 
that lies beloro our nation, should she 
only prove herself equal to tho occasion. 
Wo pictured the Great Britain of a no 
distant future,tbe era of iron and steam, 
•tanding with one foot in Europo ond 
the other in America, giving laws and 
language and civilization and poace to 
the world. But, in order to occupy a 
position, fill a destiny so truly glorious, 
she must go up aud possess this now 
land. She mxut plant ons> foot on this 
continent ; and she must do it quickly | 
Will she do this ? There aro not want- 
ing indications that Britannia will be 
found equal to tbe measure of her des- 
tiny—that she is beginning to rub her 
sleepy eyes, aud show symptoms of 
waking. Wo republished yesterduy an 
article from a Kentish popor, from 
which it would appear that our Bishop 
is stirring up tho provincial mind, is 
really labouring in the good cause. 
That article will doubtless have been 
attentively read by everyone If not, 
if any have overlooked it, let them 
go straightway and read .it. It is no 
Utopianism for tbe Bishop to say that 
there are thoso uow living who will 
gee the Dominion of Canada oc- 
occupied by a population larger tbau that 
of the United Kingdom at present. 
Great Britain must roproduce hersolf,— 
a eeoond self, a greater self on this 
continent, or she muet decline, die, dis- 
appear from among tho great nation*, 
as Rome did. There is no middle course, 
no other alternative. Tho Dominion of 
Canada will either remain a part of 
Great Britain, become a vital, living 
the Creator Britain of the won- 



part, ._ 

derous West, or it will be oh.orbed by 
the mighty Republic from which it is 
bow only divided by a mere geome- 
trical line. It is for tho Mother Coun- 
try to choose the alternative, to decide 
the destiny both of tho United King-, 
dom and the Confederate Empire. F»r 
our part we can do little more than 
point to facts, and await our destiny. 
Wo neod not say in which of theso 
two channels tho wish of the colonics 
runs. Why did tho inauguration of tbe 
great sohomo of a Confederated Empire 
cause the heart of British Amoriea 
to throb with quiekened loyalty to 
a common Queen and country ? 
Why, but that in it tbe colonists 
■aw the only moans of consolidating 
and perpetuating British power and 
British institutions on this Continent. 
Bat that nation preserving, nation cre« 
oting schema has only boon littlo more 
than set in motion. It munt bo kept in 
motion, pushed onward and westward 
until this the keysiono shall lime been 
triumphantly placed iD the groat British 
American arch of liberty and power. 
Hor rausttherobe any such thing us 
standing still, or leaving -it to itself even 
there. If Great Britain ig going to re- 
produce hersolf on this continent, tho 
work must bo a continuous process in 
which there shall be no pause, no slack- 
ening until a continuous and mighty 
people fills the entiro epaea between the 
two g.e&t oooans. To standstill is to 
fall to pieces or to be Bucked in by the 
Republican whirlpool at our side. This 
British Americau abip must bo well 
stoerod and kept under good headway in 
order to clear that whirlpool. Our 
Kentish contemporary correctly ap- 
prehends tho situation when ho says 
that tbe colonials understand their posi- 
tion perfectly, and that 'no seductive 
allurement of quasi-national or tcrrito- 
rial vanity can tempt thorn for 
a moment to dream of independence. 
They know that their future lies 
between a maintennuoo of tho 
British connection and annexation 
to the United btatoi- ;» nor does he mis- 
judge tho feelings aud temper of tho 
people when ho. says that ' tboy have 
iignifiecl and aro signifying with uo uu.' 
certain voice which destiny thoy pre- 
fer.' The people of Canudu, ths people 
o f British Columbia know full woll that 
unless tho nation-creating process oi 
Confederation is pushed forward with a 
tiaorous hand it must uttorly fail in the 
croat raco for empiro now Betting in to 
ino West. They know aud ieol all this. 



Thoy feel more, Having imbibed loyalty 
with thoir mother's milk, it is in their 
bonoa and..marrow, and they naturally 
feol moBt eolioitouB that the Mother 
Country should do its duty towards this 
new 8chemc,in ordor that flucoeas may be 
assured. What is Imporial duty in this 
mattor ? Construct, without delay or 
parley, the Canadian PaoiGc railway be 
fore tho Americans outflank us with 
thoir Northern Pacific line. Pour the 
turplus population of tho Old Country 
into the mighty basiu of the North* 
west, until it is made to overflow and 
send a stream through tho great passes 
of tho Rooky Mountains to people the 
brcud and fertile- aoros, and dovolope 
tho mineral, marino and forest resources 
of tho Pacific Slopo. That is Imporial 
duty; aud upon its immediate discbarge 
hangs the destiny of British Columbia 
— ol British America. We aro aware 
that there are thoso even in our midst 
who say all this iB Utopian, and cannot be 
accomplished, who assert that Canada cannot 
build the greut iron bond of union, aud that 
the Mother Couulty will not do it. Nay, 
ibere ore even thoso who will undertake to 
prove that such u road would Dot payl To 
bucIi we vronld say, In tho words ol Richard 
111: 

':Out on jo, Owls I 
Nothing'.but songs of death." 
Will not pay ! Aod has it indeed come to 
this ? In tbe words ot ouolbor, ' If Britan- 
nia is indeed a huckster io theee, days, and 
noihiog more, let her by all means recall her 
businoBS representative*. A Dation wbich 
is truly a nation ol sbopkeepus and nothing 
else, fons no bnsiocfcs with an Empire.'

Accident Insurance, 
— — 

Not long ago we urged upon this com* 
munity tho duty of life aBsarauco : and 
although the groat majority of the people 
are still living in shumoful nogloct ol 
ihutduty, yet it is no little gratification 
to know that our humble effort resulted 
in provision being mudo for some who 
might otherwise bo doomod to realize 
all the bitterness 'of becoming depend- 
ent upon the cold charities of a heedless 
world for the means ot existence. It 
is now propo>ed to invito attention lor 
a few moments to a now and Bomowhat 
different kind of insurance, which may 
be regarded us auxiliary to, rnthor than 
u substitute for, ordinary lifo insurance. 
We allude to in'urauco nguinst accident 
This in a form of' in&uruneo which, al- 
though new, is now very much practised 
in tho Uniiod Stat en, especially by tho 
travnllint,' elassos. It has become quite 
a common tr. Wt for Q gcul | oman wbo 
18 setting out upon u ^ - jf on , 
for a day oi io, to step / 
tbeso Accident Insurance oltiees atiu 
tulce out a' policy for the occasion, for 
which only a comparative trifle is paid. 
The principle is exceedingly plain, aud 
may be exp aiuod In this way : For 
a euHh premium ot S5, to §10, according 
to occupation and dogreo of exposure 
to accident, tho company contracts to 
pay 31,000 if the porson insured dies 
by acuident wiihin the year, or S5 per 
week for the time ho may be rondored 
incapable of pursuing his ordinary avo- 
cation or profession by non~fatal injury. 
Lurgor sums, ap to SlO.OOO, in oasu of 
death by uocideu.t, or S50, weekly indem- 
nity as above, can bo hecured in tho 
samo proportion. Thus, in considera- 
tion of the annnul payment or from §00 

$100, according to the nature of th • 
occupation of the insurer, $10,000 oun 
bo secured in the event of doath by 
accident ; or tt weekly indomnity of 
$50, while disabled by non-fatal acci- 
dent. Of course policies for shorter 
periods cost loss in proportion. A policy 
for $1000 for an overland trip costs $2 
'lb for a month, SO for two mouths, and 
83 75 tor three months 'Oh,' says ono, 
'but this only insures against accidont.' 

1 might cross the continoat many timos, 
or pursno my avocation many yoars 
without meeting with un accident. In 
fact during my whole lifo I have never 
met with uu accident that would havo 
brought a week's indemnity undor such 
an arrangement.' Truo ; and it is 
hoped you will bo permitted to puss tho 
remainder ol your life in the enjoyment 
of similar immunity. 3fot, look hero 
for a moment; careful calculation has 
established the fact that one oat of 
every ton persons moot with such an 
uncident every year a.« would entitlo him 
to r< lief under this plan. You have a 
family deponding upon your daily tffort 
for subsistence. Can you offoid to take 
such fearful chances, ? Can you justify 
yourh'df in doing so, when a paymont of 
$5 to $10 a year would fecuro 
$1000 to your family, in ciso < f ucci- 
doutal death, or a weekly allowance in 
caso of accidental disablement ? If you 
can, it iB more tbau public opinion will 
do. What is five or ten dollars a year, 
oompared with security against want t 
It is but a small poitiou of what mo»t 
men spend every year upon that which 
injuros and (lognuins. No man aota 
jtiHt'y, not to say gonorously, by thoso 
dopotidoiit upou him, who does not 
make Homo such provident arrangement. 
An uccident or lilo ussuranoo polioy has 
bcou aptly tormod , a lilo*bo»t for our 
ft kinds when wo uro wreckod by the 
atorm, and a life-proBorvor for ourselves
